The Rector should always be consulted before ar- 
rangements are made for baptisms, marriages or funerals 
at which he is expected to officiate. 

There is a Canon of the Church requiring communi- 
cants coming into a parish to bring a letter or certificate 
of transfer, and similarly in leaving a parish to take a 
letter or certificate to the parish where they settle. 

There is a Rubric in the Prayer Book requiring notice 
to be given to the Rector when any person is ill. 


Fees are neither required nor expected for baptisms 
and funerals. The Sacraments and last rites of the 
Church are free, and always will remain so. If a thank 
offering is given at a baptism, it is used for the Little 
Helpers’ Department of the Church School. If persons 
not connected with this Church insist on giving anything 
at the time of a funeral, it is used for some charitable 
purpose by the Rector. Communion alms are used at his 
discreticn for the relief of the poor. In the case of a 
marriage the minister acts as an officer of the State, and 
is entitled to a fee, but none is necessary.

IMPORTANT EVENTS SINCE THE PUBLICATION 
OF THE LAST DIRECTORY, MARCH, 1925 


A Woman's Auxiliary has been organized and is 
funetioning well in its special sphere of aiding the Na- 
tional Council of the Episcopal Church in religious edu- 
cation, social service and missions. 


The organization has been perfected of the younger 
boys and girls of the Church School. They have clubs 
“and classes of boys and girls separately, and are making 
things of practical value for the Church, the Church 
School, hospitals, children in the mission stations at home 
and abroad, and are engaging in mission study, Lenten 
services, etc. (See list of organizations above.) The boys 
have been admitted into the national organization, “The 
Pioneers,” which is sponsored by the Y. M. C. A. and the 
“Churches. (See pages 4, 9, 15 and 26.)28.) 


The Shriners’ Hospital for Crippled Children has 
been opened and furnishes a great field of service to 
the congregation, especially to our children. 


The former Men’s Union has been reorganized on

new and improved lines, and very appropriately named 
“The Keable Men’s Association” after the founder, the 
former rector of this Church. This Association furnishes 
opportunity for athletics, basketball and baseball to those 
young men who used to constitute our older boys’ club 
and those like them in all the churches. 


For the first time St. Luke’s Church was represented 
(in 1925) at the great annual Sunday School Institute of 
the Diocese. 


A training class for our Church School teachers and 
others interested was held in the winter and spring of 
1926, for nine weekly sessions, under Mrs. John Loman, 
one of the faculty of the Diocesan Normal School. Nine 
persons were in regular attendance, with others as fre- 
quent visitors. 


Mission study classes have been held for two years; 
in 1925 on China, and in 1926 on Latin America. The 
children have also studied these same countries in their 
own way. 


Our older boys and girls are giving plays of real 
merit. They have so far produced “A Proposal Under 
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Difficulties,” “Thank You, Doctor,” “Rerting Jimmy” and 
“The Trysting Place.” (See page 11.) 


Three of our vestrymen have learned how to conduct 
services and read sermons, and two of them have been 
licensed as lay-readers, and for many months conducted 
services at St. Andrew’s-in-the-Fields, Somerton. 


St. Andrew’s-in-the-Fields has been provided with its 
own resident clergyman, in circuit with Southampton and 
Feasterville, and our choir inducted the Rev. Charles E. 
-Spalding into this new field by rendering its Easter 
music at Somerton the first Sunday after Easter. 


The Diocese has acquired land at Rhawnhurst on 
Frontenac Street between Ripley and Loney, and the 
Bishop has commissioned our Rector to begin a mission 
there. 


The choir is on a new and firm basis, with its own 
organization, officers and rules. There are regular treats 
‘and excursions as rewards for attending three out of four 
rehearsals. The girls of the choir, and some of the boys, 
were outfitted with new vestments as.a resuit of a sale 
and supper on the lawn of Mrs. Edward Harding, 
through the courtesy of a group of ladies, who have since 
become Team No. 1, with Mrs. Harding as chairman. 
(See page 24!) 26.) 

A junior choir has been organized, consisting of 
eight or more little girls and the boys of the regular 
choir. They are attractively gowned in blue and white, 
the Giris’ League furnishing the material and the ladies 
of the 1925 Lenten Sewing making the gowns. (See pic- 
ture on page p|) 28.) i 


Twice has this junior choir won credit for St. Luke’s 
by its showing in the public procession around Ritten- 
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house Square, Philadelphia, at the presentation service 
of the Lenten offering. On May 19, 1926, there were 
twenty-two boys and girls in the junior choir at this serv- 
ice. The choir mothers and many adults accompanied 
them, but did not march, thus giving our Church a very 
large representation. 


The lawn party conducted by the ladies, who work 
with the girls, with the aid of the boys and girls them- 
selves, has become established as an event in the life of 
the town of special interest to the children. The lawn 
party of June, 1926, was notable for its triumph over 
the very serious obstacle of bad weather, and one of its 
most attractive features was the supper in the barn of 
Mr, Wayne S. Evans, fitted up for the occasion by quick 
work on the morning of the day itself. 

| The parish supper of 1925 was the most successful 
ever held, $354 being raised for the budget. 

A parish meeting in 1925 unanimously upheld the 
Vestry in its desire to cease the renting of pews, and in 
the Everymember Canvass of December, 1925, practically 
every pew holder surrendered the pew and made the an- 
nual pledge include thé former pew rent. 

The budget system of running the Church’s finances 
and the Everymember Canvass have proved their worth 
in the present rectorship, and the business affairs of the 
Church are in fine shape. A safe has been acquired for 
the Vestry room, thanks to the Accounting Warden. 


The property has been entirely cleared of indebted- 
ness. This means that the Building and Loan shares have 
been paid up, clearing the mortgage on St. Luke’s Hall, 
and final payment has been made on the Dungan property 
to the north of the hall (the Sexton’s house). New 
Building and Loan shares of $15 a month have been 
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taken out. 

Cement walks have been laid in front of St. Luke’s 
Hall and the Sexton’s house, and the appearance of that 
house has been greatly improved by the Sexton. 


The trees along Welsh Road frontage of the property 
have been trimmed. 


Tennis courts have been constructed in the north- 
west corner of our grounds by the Bustleton Tennis Club, 
$300 being spent by them this spring for surfacing 
with mixed clay and sand. These courts are leased to 
the Bustleton Tennis Club at a nominal annual rental. 
Six of the fourteen members of the board of directors 
of the club are elected by the Vestry, to represent the 
Church, and junior organizations of the Church are en- 
titled to “group membership” at the rate charged an in- 
dividual. 


The St. Luke’s Girls’ League has raised approximately 
$300 toward the painting of the interior of the Church. 


A parish meeting was held May 27, 1926, to pass on 
plans made by the Vestry for the renovation and improve- 
ment of St. Luke’s Hall. Fifty were in attendance, and 
only one negative vote was cast against the resolution ap- 
proving what the Vestry had done and recommitting the 
matter to their hands. The plans call for the addition 
of a kitchen, making the present kitchen into toilets and 
a library room, adding a vestibule with cloakrooms and a 
motion picture booth, renovating the interior thoroughly, 
putting on a slate roof and installing a new vapor heating 
system. The alterations are to be financed by borrowing 
not more than four thousand dollars, using the Martha 
Harrison Booth Fund of four thousand dollars (and plac- 
ing a memorial to Miss Booth), and raising by subscrip- 
tions and pledges two thousand dollars. It will be seen 
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by what follows that more than this sum has been raised 
by the middle of July, which will reduce the amount we 
need to borrow. Great credit should be given to the teams 
of the St. Luke’s Guild for the hard work they have put 
into the raising of their share of the fund. (See pages 
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The improvement to St. Luke’s Hall is the first item 
of a general programme extending over twenty-five or 
thirty years proposed by the Building and Grounds Com- 
mittee of the Vestry. It is realized that the imminent 
growth of Bustleton and its surrounding country makes 
it important that the Church be ready for the future so 
far as physical equipment is concerned. Such factors as 
the proposed widening of Welsh Road and the loss of our 
maple trees make it imperative that the landscape gar- 
dening of the grounds be carefully considered. The com- 
mittee has a tentative plan giving objectives for each 
five-year period, of which the work on St. Luke’s Hall is 
the first, which will give us a church and other buildings 
and grounds of which the congregation a generation hence 
will be proud, and for which they will be duly thankful 
to the present Vestry.

IMPORTANT EVENTS 


In December, 1925, the Mission Council, learning that 
changes in the administration of the missions were under 


/ 
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discussion in the Convocation of Germantown, passed a 
resolution stating that they felt the best interests of the 
Church in Somerton would be served by a resident clergy- 
man whose work might include also Feasterville and 
Southampton. This was the ultimate decision of the Con- 
vocation, and in the week following Easter, 1926, the Rev. 
Charles E. Spalding took charge of St. Andrew’s-in-the- 
Fields, Somerton, St. Columba, Southampton, and the 
Feasterville Mission. Thus St. Luke’s Church, Bustleton, 
surrendered a mission which had been begun in the rector- 
ship of the Rev. S. F. Hotchkin by Mr. John C. Lewis, 
who afterward entered the ministry and died as rector of 
Trinity Church, Tyrone. It would seem that a step for- 
ward has been made in transferring St.-Andrews-in-the- 
Fields from its parent church to the Bucks County Mis- 
sion, so that a Priest-in-charge might be stationed at 
Somerton for its better development. This organization 
of the Bucks County Missions is now under the supervision 
of the Rev. J. L. Prevost, Langhorne, Pa. 


In 1925 the exterior of the mission building had been 


painted, and in the spring of 1926 the Mission Council, 
desiring to turn the building over to Mr. Spalding in as 
perfect condition as funds permitted, had the -interior 
of the church painted also. 


Three social events marked the early part of 1926, a 
reception on April 8th to the incoming clergyman and his 
wife; a reception on May 18th to the retiring priest-in- 
charge and his wifes the Rev. and Mrs. Paul Micou, of 
Bustleton, at which a silver vase was presented to them 
in appreciation of their services; and a supper was given 
by the Spaldings, Jurie 26, to the choir of St. Luke’s 
Church, Bustleton, who had sung at the mission at Mr. 
Spalding’s first service, April 11th.

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IMPORTANT EVENTS SINCE THE PUBLICATION 
OF THE LAST DIRECTORY, AUGUST, 1926 

St. Luke's Hall. On June 5, 1927, the renovated and enlarged 
St. Luke’s Hall was dedicated with a service of Holy Communion 
in the Church and speeches in the Hall by the Wardens and 
Mr, Reynolds D. Brown, the Executive Secretary of the Diocese. 
Tributé was paid to Miss Martha Harrison Booth and a tablet 
was unveiled to her memory. 


The financing of the work was as follows: Raised by the 
Parish, $3,038.51; the Booth Fund, $4,048.07; borrowed, 
$7,862.18; total, $14,943.76. For this sum additions were 
obtained “equal to. a nine room house,” as the foreman, said, 
complete renovation of the old building, roofing with Mohawk 
asbestos shingles, excavation and cementing of the entire cellar, 
a new vapor heating system, a moving picture booth, grading 
and seeding of the grounds, placing of walks, removing certain 
old, adjacent buildings, and considerable interior equipment 
such as bookeases, dressers and cabinets, a warming table, 
aluminum pots and pans, and ten large supper tables with 
removable iron legs. The architect was Mr. Christian H. Fries, 
of Frankford, and the builder, Mr. Chancellor Day, of Holmes- 
burg. The old cottage and barn between the rectory and the 
Hall were removed. 


The Henry Library is now ready once more for circulation. 
The Church School section has been enlarged by the gift of some 
800 books from St. Luke’s School, Wayne. 


The Church. The Girls’ League in two years raised enough 
money to paint the interior of the church in imitation of lime- 
stone to match the work done on the chancel in the rectorship 
of the Rev. William McClelland. The blue ceiling panels were 
painted white and the dark beams were painted to imitate oak. 
Thus the lofty airiness of our Gothic church stands revealed. 


New Heaters. The furnace of the Church was rebuilt, a 
new one was placed in the Choir Building, and the rear of the 
Rectory was repiped and furnished with radiators, and a new 
and larger boiler was installed in the cellar, Consequently the 
Rectory was warm during the winter of 1927-28. 


The Church School. There are now on the rolls 112 pupils 
and 18 teachers. In addition 80 “Little Helpers” await the time 


= 
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when they will be old enough to enter. A Church School Coun- 
cil has been organized for the more democratic conduct of the 
School, and for rendering the service of the Church School in the 
Church on the third Sunday of each month, The School has 
produced two good plays at their entertainments, “The Christ- 
mas Candle” and “Darkness and Dawn,” and several clever 
skits at the Hallowe’en parties. The Manager Service before 
Christmas has been introdueed and teaches the true spirit of 
Christmas. 


The Altar Guild. In the past two years this body has done 
remarkable work in furnishing vestments and altar linens, and 
has endeared itself to all by keeping the altar supplied with 
flowers which go to the sick when the services are over, 


The St. Luke's Guild. In addition to large sums of money 
raised for the Church, as recorded on p. 24, the Guild has 
given to the Hall the gas ranges and the hot water heater, and 
has purchased a set of silver plated knives, forks and spoons. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary. The past two years spans nearly 
the whole life of the Auxiliary in this Parish. In addition to 
keeping up the missionary interest by speakers, study classes, 
and contributions, the Auxiliary has done much sewing and 
knitting for mission stations, 


Sewing and Help for Hospitals. Mention should be made of 
the customary sewing during Lent for the Frankford Hospital, 
and the splendid contribution of food stuffs to the Episcopal 
ai by Mrs. E. C. Harding in 1926, in value not less than 

50.00. 


The Choir. The membership of the Choir keeps at about 
twenty-five. They have developed a fine esprit-de-corps by 
giving in 1928 a minstrel show, and by going on “treats,” the 
Boys to the movies, and the older members to theatres and 
dinners, 


The Vestry. The every-member canvass of 1927 was con- 
ducted in an unusual way, for the Vestry, with the aid of the 
Girls’ League, entertained over 100 parishioners at a dinner, 
with the Rev, J. B. Larned as the chief speaker, The budget 
was explained and subscription cards given out. z 


The Diocesan Campaign. For the first time in its history 
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the Parish received a real challenge to help in the work of the 
Diocese through the Diocesan Campaign. for Missions and 
Institutions in 1926 by which over two millions of dollars was 
raised, The pledges of this Parish totaled $1,287.00, payable 
over a period of five years. 

As a result of the Campaign the Chapel of the Ascension, 
Rhawnhurst, was built. This veeeives full mention elsewhere 
(p. 87 fT.). The Rector of St, Luke’s was appointed priest-in- 
charge of this mission by the Bishop, June 10, 1926,

LEADING FACTS IN THE HISTORY OF THE MISSION 


January, 1926, a meeting of the Convocation of German- 
town advised the pu:chase of land in Rhawnhurst, which was 
done by the Diocesan authorities, May 22, 1926, at a cost of 
$17,750.00. 


June 10, 1926, the Rev. Paul Micou, Rector of St. Luke’s 
Memorial Church, Bustleton, appointed the priest-in-charge. 

October 3, 1926, the first service held in the home of Mr. 
Alexander C. McWade. Other homes used for Sunday after- 
noon services and Church School were those of Messrs. Irvin 
Peoples, Thomas Grime, and Irvin H. Bauer. On March 20, 
1927, the house-to-house services were discontinued pending the 
completion of the Mission Building. 


January, 1927, a meeting of the Convocation of German- 
town appointed a Building Committee with power to act in con- 
junction with the Diocese Pians and specifications were pre- 
pared by Frank R. Watson, Edkins and Thompson, architects. 

September 26, 1927, contract awarded to Mr. Roy Randall, 


of Jenkintown, the lowest bidder. Construction began to l 
the end of October. NTE 


November 26, 1927, corner stone laid by the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas J. Garland, D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by 
a number of the neighboring clergy and the Dean of the Con- 
vocation, the Rev. A. R. VanMeter. 


March 22, 1928, congregation organized at a meeting in 
St. Luke’s Hall, Bustleton, and petition signed for recognition as 
a mission of the Diocese. This petition was favorably recom- 
mended to the Bishop at the May, 1928, meeting of the Con- 
vocation of Germantown, and passed by the June meeting ot the 
Standing Committee, 
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Easter Day, April 8, 1928, the first services were held in 
the Mission Building, Holy Communion at 9.80 A. M. and Eve- 
ning Prayer at 7.45 P. M. 


April 13, 1928, opening reception to the community with 
greetings by neighboring clergy. 


April 15, 1928, the Church School organized. 
The total cost of the Building was $13,971.00.
